Concluding, he said it was imperative 
that they should preserve a united and 
poworful national organisation ontil fall 
national freetam was obtained, 

Lonpox, Sept 26—The Irish Untoniate- 
are aurprised at tho manifeatations of dis- 
appointment and distress evoked among 
members of the Liberal Party by thespeech 
which Mr John Redmond, M.P,, loader of 
the Irish Nationalista, delivered atLimeriot 
on Saturday.
